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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a double container with 
an applicator, which is easy to form an air guiding section and 
also easy to manufacture. 

SOLUTION: The double container with a brush mainly 
comprises an outer container 12 which is flexible and has an 
opening, an inner container 13 which is also flexible and has an 
opening and is provided in the outer container 12 to share the 
opening with it and a cap body 14 to close the shared opening. 
A concave groove 20 is provided in the inner container 13 to 
guide air into the space between the outer container 12 and the 
inner container 13.

CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1 ] The outer container which has flexibility and has opening, and the contents machine which has 
opening while having flexibility similarly, is formed in this outer container so that said outer container and 
opening may be shared, and holds the cosmetics for the hairs in the interior, Have the applicator for applying 
said cosmetics for the hairs, and it has the lid which blockades share opening of said outer container and 
contents machine. The cosmetics for the hairs are breathed out outside from the delivery established in the 
applicator by carrying out the squeeze of the outer container. In the duplex container equipped with the 
applicator constituted so that air might flow into the space between an outer container and a contents 
machine, while the regurgitation stopped by stopping a squeeze The duplex container equipped with the 
applicator characterized by establishing a slot in a contents machine as air induction for introducing air into 
the space between an outer container and a contents machine. 

[Claim 2] The duplex container equipped with the applicator according to claim 1 characterized by 
constituting said outer container and contents machine disengageable. 

[Claim 3] Said contents machine is a duplex container equipped with the applicator according to claim 1 or 
2 characterized by forming the inner skin applied to a neck from the regio oralis in the shape of a level 
difference while forming the neck in the upper part of nothing and this contents machine for the shape of a 
closed-end cylinder which carries out opening to the upper part and forming the regio oralis which 
constitutes opening above the neck. 

[Claim 4] The duplex container which equipped with the applicator of a publication any 1 term of claim 1 to 
claim 3 characterized by preparing the protruding line which can contact along with the opening edge of an 
outer container to the inner skin of said lid. 

[Claim 5] The duplex container which equipped with the applicator of a publication any 1 term of claim 1 to 
claim 4 characterized by establishing the hollow for compression in the peripheral face of the regio oralis of 
said contents machine. 

[Claim 6] The duplex container which equipped with the applicator of a publication any 1 term of claim 1 to 
claim 5 characterized by forming said outer container with the ingredient which added the resin modifier.

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DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the duplex container equipped with the applicator used in 

case hair dye etc. is applied to the hair. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] As this conventional kind of a container, the container with the applicator 
indicated by JP,2000-16470,A is known. This container with the applicator has the applicator connected 
with the body of a container which consists of inside layers (contents machine) the laminating of the 
exfoliation of was made free to the flexible outside layer (outer container) and this outside layer in the 
delivery of this body of a container, and the hole is drilled as air induction for introducing air into the 
outside layer of the body of a container between an outside layer and an inside layer. And by carrying out 
the squeeze of the body of a container, the contents are breathed out from a delivery and can apply now by 
the applicator.

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, in the above-mentioned conventional configuration, 
penetration formation of the hole as air induction needed to be carried out after shaping of the body of a 
container in the outside layer. For this reason, there was a problem of a production process having increased 
and taking time and effort. 

[0004] This invention is made paying attention to the trouble which exists in the above conventional 
techniques. The place made into the purpose can form air induction easily, and is to offer the duplex 
container with which manufacture was equipped with the easy applicator. 
[0005] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to attain the above-mentioned purpose, invention according to 
claim 1 The outer container which has flexibility and has opening, and the contents machine which has 
opening while having flexibility similarly, is formed in this outer container so that said outer container and 
opening may be shared, and holds the cosmetics for the hairs in the interior, Have the applicator for applying 
said cosmetics for the hairs, and it has the lid which blockades share opening of said outer container and 
contents machine. The cosmetics for the hairs are breathed out outside from the delivery established in the 
applicator by carrying out the squeeze of the outer container. While the regurgitation stops by stopping a 
squeeze, let it be a summary to have established the slot in the contents machine as air induction for 
introducing air into the space between an outer container and a contents machine in the duplex container 
equipped with the applicator constituted so that air might flow into the space between an outer container and 
a contents machine. 

[0006] Invention according to claim 2 makes it a summary to have constituted said outer container and 

contents machine disengageable in the duplex container equipped with the applicator according to claim 1 . 

Let it be a summary for said contents machine to have formed the inner skin applied to a neck from the regio 

oralis in the shape of a level difference while it formed the neck in the upper part of nothing and this 

contents machine for the shape of a closed-end cylinder which carries out opening to the upper part and 

formed the regio oralis which constitutes opening above the neck in the duplex container with which 

invention according to claim 3 was equipped with the applicator according to claim 1 or 2. 

[0007] Invention according to claim 4 makes it a summary to have prepared the protruding line which can 

contact along with the opening edge of an outer container to the inner skin of said lid in the duplex container 

which equipped any 1 term of claim 1 to claim 3 with the applicator of a publication. 

[0008] Invention according to claim 5 makes it a summary to have established the hollow for compression 
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in the peripheral face of the regio oralis of said contents machine in the duplex container which equipped 
any 1 term of claim 1 to claim 4 with the applicator of a publication. 

[0009] Invention according to claim 6 makes it a summary to have formed said outer container with the 
ingredient which added the resin modifier in the duplex container which equipped any 1 term of claim 1 to 
claim 5 with the applicator of a publication.

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, 1 operation gestalt which materialized this invention in the duplex 
container with a comb is explained to a detail based on a drawing. 

[001 1 ] As shown in drawing 1 , as for the duplex container 1 1 (only henceforth the duplex container 1 1) 
with a comb in this operation gestalt, the whole is formed with synthetic resin. And it mainly consists of an 
outer container 12 which has owner dehiscence opening for flexibility, a contents machine 13 formed in this 
outer container 12 so that it might have opening and an outer container 12 and opening might be shared 
while having flexibility similarly, and a lid 14 which blockades the share opening. 

[0012] First, an outer container 12 is formed in the shape of a closed-end cylinder, as shown in drawing 2 , 
and opening is formed in the upper limit. The male screw section 1 5 is formed in the upper limit periphery 
of an outer container 12, and as the protruding lines 16a and 16b of the pair further prolonged in a hoop 
direction sandwich the male screw section 15 in between, they are prepared. Upper protruding line 16a is 
prepared along the upper limit edge (opening edge) of an outer container 12 among the protruding lines 16a 
and 16b of this pair, and lower protruding line 16b is prepared in the lower part of the male screw section 
15. Moreover, the skid section 17 of the pair formed in the drum section 12a peripheral face of an outer 
container 12 with much irregularity is formed in the location ( drawing 1 and drawing 2 show only one skid 
section 17.) which carries out phase opposite. In addition, although each skid section 17 is formed along the 
direction of an axis of an outer container 12, it is not prepared in the parts of the upper limit of an outer 
container 12, and a lower limit, but is prepared only in the part to which pars intermedia was restricted. 
[0013] Next, as blow molding shows the contents machine 13 to drawing 2 R> 2 and drawing 3 , it is 
formed in the shape of a closed-end cylinder, and opening is formed in the upper limit. There is neck 13a 
mostly formed in the right angle by being thinly narrow in the upper part of the contents machine 13, and 
regio-oralis 13b which constitutes opening of the contents machine 13 is prepared on the neck 13a. 
Moreover, to drum section 13c of the contents machine 13, the crevice 18 of the ellipse as a deformation 
regulation means sets regular intervals, and is established in 3 ( drawing 2 R> 2 and drawingj, show only 
some crevices 18.) hoop directions at it. And cosmetics for the hairs, such as hair dye, a decolorizer, and hair 
manicure, are held in the interior of this contents machine 13. Moreover, the contents machine 13 is held 
disengageable to said outer container 12. 

[0014] As furthermore shown in drawing 4 , when the flange 19 which projects in the method of outside is 
formed in the upper limit section of regio-oralis 13b of the contents machine 13 and the contents machine 13 
is held in an outer container 12, the inferior surface of tongue of this flange 19 is stopped in the upper limit 
side of an outer container 12. The concave 20 as air induction for introducing air into the space between the 
contents machine 13 and an outer container 12 sets regular intervals to 4 ( drawing 4 shows only one 
concave 20.) hoop directions, and is cut in the inferior surface of tongue of a flange 19. Furthermore, the 
hollow 21 for compression which extends in a hoop direction is established in the lateral surface of regio- 
oralis 13b. Moreover, the inner skin applied to neck 13a from regio-oralis 13b is formed in the shape of 
[ smooth ] a level difference. 

[0015] As an ingredient which forms an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13 Specifically High 
density polyethylene (HDPE), medium density polyethylene (MDPE), Low density polyethylene (LDPE), 
straight chain-like low density polyethylene (LLDPE), An ethylene- vinylacetate copolymer saponification 
object (EVOH), a polyacrylonitrile, what is any one sort which the synthetic resin which has the flexibility 
of polyethylene terephthalate (PET), polypropylene (PP), polyester, a polyvinyl chloride, nylon, etc. is 
mentioned, and is chosen from these, or mixed two or more sorts ~ it is - a monolayer - or laminating 
formation is carried out. In addition, both the outer containers 12 and contents machines 13 of this operation 
gestalt are formed with polyethylene, and when carrying out disposal after use for this reason, they do not 
need to classify an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13. 

[0016] Moreover, additives, such as a resin modifier, may be added to the above-mentioned synthetic resin, 
and the outer container 12 is formed in this operation gestalt with the ingredient which added the alpha 
olefin copolymer [trade name TAFUMA (trademark) by Mitsui Petrochemical Industries, Ltd.] as a resin 
modifier. The addition of a resin modifier has 20 - 30% of the weight of the desirable range, and 24 - 26% of 
the weight of its range is more desirable. This addition of the effectiveness of a resin modifier is weak at less 
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thai* 20 %, of the weight, and since transparency will fall if it exceeds 30 % of the weight conversely, it is 
not desirable. 

[0017] Then, the lid 14 consists of a body 22 of a lid, and a comb 23, as shown in drawing 1 . As shown in 
drawing 4 , as for the body 22 of a lid formed in the lower part of a lid 14, the shape of a cylinder is 
prepared in the female screw section 24 which can be screwed in the male screw section 1 5 of said outer 
container 12 by nothing and its inner skin. And a lid 14 is constituted by the outer container 12 removable 
with the screwing relation between this male screw section 1 5 and the female screw section 24, and share 
opening of an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13 can be opened now and closed with a lid 14. 
When an outer container 12 is made to equip with a lid 14, upper protruding line 16a contacts the inner skin 
of the body 22 of a lid among the protruding lines 16a and 16b of the pair of an outer container 12, and, 
thereby, the seal of the inside and outside of the duplex container 1 1 is carried out. Moreover, the skid 
protruding line 26 prolonged in the vertical direction sets predetermined spacing to 8 ( drawing 1 shows 
only some skid protruding lines 26.) hoop directions, and protrudes on them, and in case a lid 14 is detached 
and attached to an outer container 12, the role of a skid is made the peripheral face of the body 22 of a lid. 
[0018] Said comb 23 as applicator for applying the cosmetics for the hairs is equipped with two or more 
ctenidium 23a which protruded toward the side. Such ctenidium 23a is installed in the vertical direction by 
the single tier, and the delivery (not shown) for carrying out the regurgitation of the cosmetics for the hairs 
outside is established in each ctenidium 23a except ctenidium 23a of vertical both ends. Moreover, to a lid 
14, the inlet 27 for introducing air into the interior of the duplex container 1 1 sets regular intervals, and is 
established in 4 ( drawing 1 shows only some inlets 27.) hoop directions at it. 

[0019] Moreover, as shown in drawing 4. the interior of a lid 14 is divided by two areole 29a and 29b bv the 
septum 28 . One areole 29a is open for free passage also to the space between an outer container 12 and the 
contents machine 13 through the concave 20 of the contents machine 13 while it is outside open for free 
passage through said inlet 27. However, valve element 30a protrudes on the septum 28. and since this valve 
element 30a is in the location which bisects areole 29a as a continuous line usually shows, the space 
between an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13 and the exterior of the duplex container 1 1 are 
not open for free passage. However, when air is introduced in the duplex container 1 1 through an inlet 27 
from the exterior, as valve element 30a shows with a two-dot chain line by the pressure of the air, it deforms 
caudad. and between both is opened for free passage. Areole 29b of another side is open for free passage 
inside the contents machine 1 3 while it is outside open for free passage through said delivery (not shown) in 
a comb 23. However, valve element 30b which protruded from the septum 28 also in this areole 29b is in the 
location which bisects areole 29b. as a continuous line usually shows, for this reason the interior of the 
contents machine 1 3 and the exterior of the duplex container 1 1 are not open for free passage. However, 
when the hair dye for the hairs is breathed out from the contents machine 13. as valve element 30b shows 
with a two-dot chain line by the pressure, it deforms up. and between both is opened for free passag e. 
[0020] In addition, as shown in drawing 5 , a lid 14 can be removed, instead it can be made to equip with a 
cap, and also the duplex container 1 1 in this operation gestalt is constituted so that a lid 14 and cap 3 1 may 
be removed and the contents can be supplied to the interior of the contents machine 1 3 from the tube 
container 32. 

[0021] Drawing 6 is the important section half section Fig. showing the condition of having equipped with 
the cap 3 1 in an outer container 1 2. As shown in this drawing, the cap 3 1 is formed in the shape of a roofed 
cylinder, and the female screw section 33 which can be screwed in the male screw section 15 of said outer 
container 12 is formed in the inner skin. And cap 31 is constituted by the outer container 12 removable with 
the screwing relation between this male screw section 15 and the female screw section 33, and share 
opening of an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13 can be opened now and closed with cap 31 . 
When an outer container 12 is made to equip with cap 31, protruding line 16b which exists caudad among 
the protruding lines 16a and 16b of the pair of an outer container 12 contacts the inner skin of cap 31, and, 
thereby, the seal of the inside and outside is carried out. Moreover, the skid protruding line 35 prolonged in 
the vertical direction sets predetermined spacing to 8 ( drawing 6 shows only some skid protruding lines 35.) 
hoop directions, and protrudes on them, and in case cap 31 is detached and attached to an outer container 12, 
the role of a skid is made the peripheral face of cap 3 1 . 

[0022] Drawing 7 is the important section half section Fig. showing the condition of inserting in the tube 
container 32 to share opening of an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13. As shown in drawing 5 
and drawing 7 , conventionally, the tube container 32 is a well-known configuration, and equips the point 
with the discharge part 36 of a minor diameter, and the level difference-like shoulder 37. When a lid 14 or 
cap 31 is removed and the tube container 32 is inserted in to share opening of the outer container 12 of an 
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open condition, and the contents machine 13, the inner skin applied to neck 13a from regio-oralis 13b of the 
contents machine 13 with which the shoulder 37 of the tube container 32 was formed in the shape of a level 
difference is contacted, and the discharge part 36 of the tube container 32 is positioned inside the contents 
machine 13. 

[0023] Next, an operation of the duplex container 1 1 constituted as mentioned above is explained. In 
applying cosmetics to the hair using the duplex container 1 1 in this operation gestalt, after filling up the 
interior of the contents machine 13 with cosmetics, it carries out the combing of the hair with a comb 23, 
carrying out the squeeze of the drum section 12a of an outer container 12. 

[0024] If the squeeze of the outer container 12 is carried out, the interior of an outer container 12 will be 
pressurized, as a result, the contents machine 13 contracts, and the cosmetics for the hairs are breathed out 
from the contents machine 13 by areole 29b in a lid 14. And valve element 30b deforms by the pressure of 
the cosmetics breathed out from the contents machine 13, and after cosmetics move in the inside of areole 
29b, they are breathed out outside from the delivery (not shown) finally established in each ctenidium 23a. 
At this time, valve element 30a moves to the location shown in drawing 4 as a continuous line, as a result, 
areole 29a is bisected, and, as for the space between an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13, and 
the exterior of the duplex container 1 1 , the free passage is closed completely. 

[0025] If a squeeze is stopped, while contraction of the contents machine 13 will stop and the regurgitation 
of cosmetics will stop, in order that an outer container 12 may revert to the original configuration, the 
interior of an outer container 12 is decompressed. The air of the result exterior flows in areole 29a through 
the inlet 27 of a lid 14, valve element 30a deforms by the pressure of the flowing air, and the air flows into 
the space between an outer container 12 and the contents machine 13 through a concave 20. Therefore, the 
configuration of an outer container 12 is restored to the original configuration, and, on the other hand, the 
configuration of the contents machine 13 is held with the condition of having contracted (refer to drawing ^ 

(c)). 

[0026] After inserting the tip of the tube container 32 in share opening of the outer container 12 in the 
condition of having been opened wide, and the contents machine 13 as shown in drawing 7 in filling up the 
interior of the contents machine 13 with cosmetics, the tube container 32 is crushed and the contents are 
poured in into the contents machine 13. 

[0027] In addition, when the cosmetics for the hairs are hair dye of for example, 2 agent types, you may sell 
with the following gestalten. That is, an outer container 12 is equipped with cap 31 in the condition of 
having made only one ** (2 agents) holding into the contents machine 13, share opening is blockaded, and it 
sells by the set with the tube container 32 and lid 14 which held ** (1 agent) of another side. In this case, 
after a consumer removes cap 31, pours ** in the tube container 32 (1 agent) into the contents machine 13 
and mixes both **, he carries and uses a lid 14 for an outer container 12. 

[0028] According to this operation gestalt explained in full detail above, the following effectiveness is 
demonstrated. 

- To prepare air induction in an outer container 12 like before, it is necessary to form a hole so that the wall 
surface of an outer container 12 may be penetrated. However, with this operation gestalt, since air induction 
was prepared in the contents machine 13 instead of an outer container 12, it became possible to achieve the 
function as air induction not by the hole but by the concave 20. For this reason, it is not necessary to form 
air induction anew after shaping like before, and forming in coincidence is possible at the time of shaping of 
the contents machine 13, and manufacture is easy for it. 

[0029] - Since the lid 14, the outer container 12, and the contents machine 13 which constitute the duplex 
container 1 1 are constituted disengageable, respectively, even if the cosmetics for the hairs in the contents 
machine 13 are lost, an outer container 12 is reusable at least by setting the new contents machine 13 in an 
outer container 12, and pouring in the cosmetics for the hairs into it. Moreover, when washing and using a 
lid 14 and the contents machine 13 or using the same cosmetics continuously, a lid 14 and the contents 
machine 13 can also be reused. 

[0030] - Since the inner skin applied to neck 13a from regio-oralis 13b of the contents machine 13 is formed 
in the shape of a level difference, when inserting in the tip of the tube container 32 to share opening of an 
outer container 12 and the contents machine 13, the shoulder 37 of the tube container 32 contacts the inner 
skin which makes the shape of the level difference, and the discharge part 36 of the tube container 32 is 
positioned inside the contents machine 13. For this reason, in case cosmetics are poured in into the contents 
machine 13 using the tube container 32, even if it does not view especially, alignment of the tip of the tube 
container 32 can be correctly carried out to regio-oralis 13b of the contents machine 13. 
[0031] - When an outer container 12 is equipped with a lid 14, protruding line 16a of the bottom which it did 
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norprotruding-line 16b Come out [ lower ] among the protruding lines 16a and 16b of a pair, and was 
prepared in the upper limit edge of an outer container 1 2 contacts the inner skin of the body 22 of a lid, and 
it is constituted so that the seal of the inside and outside of the duplex container 1 1 may be carried out by 
this. For this reason, a possibility that deformation of the outer container 12 when being able to take a larger 
distance between the locations which carry out a squeeze to a seal location compared with the case where a 
seal is carried out by lower protruding line 16b, and carrying out the squeeze of the outer container 12 may 
attain to even this seal part is small. Therefore, a possibility of becoming the situation of a clearance being 
generated between a lid 14 and an outer container 12, and air leaking from there to it, and fully not 
functioning as a squeeze container at the time of a squeeze is small. In addition, although it has the 
composition that lower protruding line 1 6b contacts the inner skin of cap 3 1 , at the time of cap 3 1 wearing, 
there is no problem which was mentioned above since squeeze actuation did not need to be performed at the 
time of cap 3 1 wearing. 

[0032] - When the same protruding line contacts to the inner skin of the body 22 of a lid, and the inner skin 
of cap 3 1 , concordance may worsen and may be unable to demonstrate sufficient seal function. However, 
with this operation gestalt, protruding line 16b of the object for lids 14 to which upper protruding line 16a 
contacts the inner skin of the body 22 of a lid among the protruding lines 16a and 16b of the pair of an outer 
container 12, and the bottom is properly used with the object for cap 31 which contacts the inner skin of cap 
3 1 . For this reason, there is no possibility that a problem which was mentioned above may arise. 
[0033] - Since the hollow 21 for compression is established in the peripheral face of regio-oralis 13b of the 
contents machine 13, in case the opening side edge section of the contents machine 13 after blow molding is 
cut, it can carry out in the condition of having pinched the contents machine 13 in the hollow 21 for 
compression, and having fixed using vice etc. Therefore, exact cutting is possible. 

[0034] - By forming an outer container 12 with the ingredient which added the resin modifier to synthetic 
resin, the restoration to the original configuration from the condition which deformed after the squeeze can 
become prompt, and can raise user- friendliness. 

[0035] - Since the skid section 17 is formed only in the pars intermedia of an outer container 12, it can 
always urge to a user so that the squeeze of the pars intermedia may be carried out. When the squeeze 
especially of the upper limit section is carried out, deformation of an outer container 12 attains to even the 
seal parts of an outer container 12 and a lid 14 by the contact to protruding line 16a and the inner skin of the 
body 22 of a lid. As for the case of this operation gestalt, the fear can be suppressed although there is a 
possibility that a clearance may be generated between a lid 14 and an outer container 12, air may leak from 
the clearance to it as a result, and the duplex container 1 1 may not fully function as a squeeze container. 
[0036] - Since neck 1 3a of the contents machine 13 upper part is mostly narrow at the right angle, when the 
contents machine 1 3 contracts, as shown in drawing 3 (c), it is folded up and it deforms so that the side 
attachment wall may touch the lower limit of neck 13 a. For this reason, the amount (residue) of the 
cosmetics which remain without having been breathed out from the contents machine 13 can be reduced, 
and cosmetics can be used up nearly completely without futility. 

[0037] - Three crevices 18 are formed in drum section 13c of the contents machine 13, and in the part in 
which the crevice 1 8 was established, and the other part, since the ease of deforming differs, the deformation 
direction of the contents machine 13 is regulated. For this reason, the contents machine 13 can be shrunk 
regularly and, as a result, a residue can be reduced. 

[0038] In addition, said operation gestalt can be changed as follows and can also be constituted. 
- Although the crevice 1 8 was formed as a deformation regulation means of the contents machine 1 3 with 
said operation gestalt, you may change by changing a part of thickness of the side attachment wall of the 
contents machine 13 so that deformation of the contents machine 13 may be regulated. For example, as 
shown in drawing 8 , the thick section 41 may be formed in some side attachment walls of the contents 
machine 13. In this case, since, as for the thick section 41, deformation cannot take place easily compared 
with other parts, deformation of the contents machine 13 is regulated so that it may contract focusing on that 
thick section 41, as a two-dot chain line shows to this drawing. For this reason, the contents machine 13 can 
be made to be able to transform regularly and, as a result, a residue can be reduced. 

[0039] - As a deformation regulation means replaced with a crevice 18, the projection 42 of the shape of T 
character as shown in drawing 9 (a), and the concave streak 43 as shown in drawing 9 (b) may be formed in 
the contents machine 13. Thus, since the ease of deforming differs in the part in which the projection 42 and 
the concave streak 43 were formed, and other parts also when constituted, the almost same effectiveness as 
said operation gestalt can be done so. 

[0040] - The configuration of the contents machine 1 3 may be changed, such as changing the base of the 
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contents machine 1 3 into circular, or changing the configuration of a side attachment wall so that the 
configuration of the contents machine 13 may become transverse plane-like of V characters, as shown in 
drawing 9 (c) as shown in drawing 9 (b). Since it will become possible to enlarge thickness at the bottom if 
the base of the contents machine 1 3 is made circular, when putting in the contents machine 1 3 into an outer 
container 12, the contents machine 13 can be easily pushed into an outer container 12 by inserting a rod and 
pushing in the rod into the contents machine 13. Moreover, since it will deform so that the side attachment 
wall of the contents machine 13 may touch mutually if the configuration of the contents machine 13 is made 
into the shape of a transverse plane of V characters, a residue can be reduced further. 
[0041] - The applicator prepared in a lid 14 may not be limited to a comb 23, and a brush and a brush are 
sufficient as it. Next, the technical thought which can be grasped from said operation gestalt is indicated 
below. 

[0042] - Duplex container which equipped with the applicator of a publication any 1 term of claim 1 to 
claim 6 characterized by establishing a deformation regulation means to regulate the deformation direction 
in said contents vessel. Thus, when constituted, a contents machine can be shrunk regularly and a residue 
can be reduced. 

[0043] - Duplex container which equipped with the applicator of a publication any 1 term of claim 1 to 
claim 6 characterized by forming said outer container and a contents machine with the synthetic resin which 
has flexibility. Thus, when constituted, flexibility can be certainly given to an outer container and a contents 
machine. 
[0044] 

[Effect of the Invention] Since this invention is constituted as mentioned above, it does the following 
effectiveness so. According to invention according to claim 1, air induction can be formed easily and 
manufacture is easy. 

[0045] According to invention according to claim 2, in addition to an effect of the invention according to 
claim 1, an outer container is reusable at least. According to invention according to claim 3, in case 
cosmetics are poured in into a contents machine using a tube container in addition to an effect of the 
invention according to claim 1 or 2, even if it does not view especially, alignment of the tip of a tube 
container can be correctly carried out to the regio oralis of a contents machine. 

[0046] According to invention according to claim 4, a possibility of becoming the situation of in addition to 
an effect of the invention given in any 1 term of claim 1 to claim 3 a clearance being generated between a lid 
and an outer container, and air leaking from there to it, and fully not functioning as a squeeze container at 
the time of a squeeze is small. 

[0047] According to invention according to claim 5, when forming a contents machine in any 1 term of 
claim 1 to claim 4 by blow molding in addition to the effect of the invention of a publication, in case the 
opening side edge section of the contents machine after shaping is cut, it can carry out in the condition of 
having pinched the contents machine in the hollow for compression, and having fixed using vice etc. 
Therefore, exact cutting is possible. 

[0048] Since an outer container reverts to the original configuration promptly from the condition which 
deformed into any 1 term of claim 1 to claim 5 after the squeeze in addition to the effect of the invention of 
a publication according to invention according to claim 6, user- friendliness can be raised.
